G.S.R. 983. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 642, read with section 153 A of the Companies Act, 1956 
(1 of 1956), and of all other powers enabling it in this behalf, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules re- 
gulating the method of appointment, powers, functions, con- 
ditions of service and control of the public trustee, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the companies (Public Trustee) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, — 

(a) “Act” means the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956); 

(b) “public trustee" means the public trustee appointed 
under section 153 A of the Act; 

(c) “Secretary” means the Secretary to the Government 

of Tndia in the Department of Company Affairs. 

3. Method of appointment to the post of the public 

trustee. — Appointment to the post of the public trustee shall 
be made by deputation of a State Judicial Officer of the rank 
of District and Sessions Judge or an officer from (he Central 
or State Government eligible for appointment as Joint Secre- 
taiy to the Government of India or to any other equivalent 
post in that Government, and in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission, wherever necessary. For eligi- 
bility for appointment to the post of the public trustee, the 
officer shall have experience and knowledge of law or accounts 
or income-tax or industrial development or working of the 
corporate sector or administration. 

4. Remuneration of Hie public trustee. — (I) The post of the 
public trustee shall carry the scale of pay of Rs, 2500-125/2- 
2750. 
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(2j Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (1), the pay of a 
person appointed as a public trustee shall be fixed according 
to the Fundamental Rules : 

Provided that if such person is, at the time of his appoint- 
ment, in receipt of a pension (other than a disability or wound 
pension) in respect of any previous service under the Govern- 
ment, his salary as public trustee shall be reduced — 

fa) by the amount of that pension, and 

(b) if he has, before such appointment, received in lieu 
of a portion of a pension due to him in respect of 
such previous service the commuted value thereof, 
by the amount of that portion of the pension. 

?. Term of olllce of the public trustee. — The public trustee 
shall hold office for a term of six years from the dale on which 
he enters upon his office or until the dale of his superannua- 
tion in the post in his parent office in the Central or State 
Government whichever is earlier. 

6. Resignation by the public trustee.- — The public liustee 
may resign his office by giving notice in writing for a period 
of not less than three months to the Secretary and, on such 
resignation being accepted by the Secretary, the public trustee 
shall be deemed to have vueated his office. 

7. Termination of service of the public trustee. — The Cen- 
tral Government may. at any time terminate the appointment 
of a public trustee who shall in that case report to his parent 
service, 

8. Retirement benefits. — The period of service as a public 
trustee by a person shall count for pension under the rules 
applicable to him in his parent service immediately before his 
appointment as a public trustee. 

'J. Other conditions of service. — The conditions of service 
of a public trustee in respect of matter for which no pro- 
vision is made in these rules, shall be the same, as may, for 
the time being, be applicable to Central Government Officers 
of corresponding status and drawing the same pay. 

10. Control of the public trustee. — (i) The public trustee 
shall be under the administrative control of the Central Go- 
vernment and that Government may, in the exercise of such 
control, give, from time to time, such dierections, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of the Act, to the public trustee 
as it may deem fit and the public trustee shall comply with 
such directions. 


(2) The public trustee shall submit a report to the Central 
Government of his activities in respect of each financial year 
beginning on the 1st of April and ending with the 31st of 
March following and such report shall be submitted within 
six months from the close of that year : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if it considers 
it necessary to do so, call for any periodical or special reports 
Irom the public trustee relating to any matter touching his 
office or activities. 


11. Procedure for exercise of the voting rights by the public 
trustee In certain coses. — ( I ) Before appointing any proxy 
under sub-section (2) of section 187B of the Act, the public 
trustee shall take into consideration whether the appointment 
of such proxy will seivc the best interests of the beneficiaries 
of the trust. 

(2) Where any communication is received by the public 
trustee from a trustee of a trust to the effect that the public 
trustee should not abstain from exercising the rights and powers 
conferred on him by section 187B of the Act, the public 
t) ustee shall consider the views of such trustee and consider 
before coming to a decision on the point, whether the interests 
of the beneficiaries of tho trust arc or are not likely to be 
adversely affected by such abstention. 

12, Powers of the public trustee to inspect books or cull 
tor records— (1) The public trustee shall, whenever he thinks 
it necessary or expedient to do so, inspect all books and 
papers which a member is entitled to receive and inspect under 

the Art * 


(-) The public trustee niay call for any information re- 
lating to any company or its directors from the Company Law 
Board which he considers necessary for the discharge of his 
duties. 1 he Company Law Board shall, if such information 
is available with it, furnish the same to the public trustee 
and it such information is not available it shall collect the 
same from the concerned company and pass it on to him. 

13. Travelling and other allowance— The public trustee 
shall receive travelling and other allowances for journeys con- 
nected with any meeting of a company in accordance with 
such rules and subject to such conditions as are applicable 
to Grade 1 Officers of the Central Government.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules, namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement.— HI) These rules may be 
called the Import and Export Trade Control Organisation 
(Coding Assistant and Statistical Investigator, Grade II) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall com into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, Application These rules shall apply to the posts spe- 

cified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3, Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — The 

method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matters relating thereto, shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age-limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time. 


5. Disqualification — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
(he operation of this rule. 

fi. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard. 

8. Repeal. — As from the commencement of these rules, 
the import and Export Trade Control Organisation Class III 
Recruitment Rules, 1957, in so far as they relate to the post 
of Statistical Investigator Grade 11 shall cease to apply.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Third Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), rule 12A shall be 

renumbered as sub rule (1) thereof and after sub rule (1) as So 
renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(2) The warranty referred to in sub-rule (1) in respect of 
articles of food specified in column (1) of the Table 
below shall be valid for the period mentioned 
against each article in the corresponding column (2) 
of the same Table : —

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3, In appendix ‘B’ of the said rules, (i) after item A.05,22, 
the following items shall be inserted namely ; — 

"A.05.23 : Arecanut (Supari) (whole or single-cut) means 
freshly stored or dried nut from the green or ripe fruits 
of palm ARECA CATECHU LINN. The nuts may 
bo prepared by drying the whole nut or cutting and 
drying or cutting, boiling and drying. The product 
imy be coated with the concentrated aqueous extract 
or arecanut or other colouring matters such as sandal 
wood essence, bark, of jambu (Eugenea Jambolana) or 
peepul tree (Ficus Religiona).

3. In regulation 357 of the said regulations, for clause 
(c), the following clause shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“(c) Heat Treatment after welding. — Types 1, 2, 3, 4 
and 5 Carbon Steel types flanges welded on by the 
metal arc process shall have the welds stress relieved 
where tho design depth of the weld recess is greater 
than 20 mm.”, 

4. In regulation 562 of the said regulations, for the first 
paragraph, the following paragraph shall be substituted, 
namely ; — 

“All boilers shall be post weld heat treated after com- 
pletion of all welding and before hydraulic test, when 
the thickness of the part/welded recess exceeds 
20mm. and the Carbon content exeeeds 0.25 per 
cent.”.

G.S.R. 1005.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constituion, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Class IV posts in the Subordinate Offices 
of the Central Water and Power Commission (Water Wing), 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Central Water and Power Comission (Water 
Wing) (Subordinate Offices) (Class IV Posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazettee, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to Calss TV 
posts in the subordinate offices of the Central Water and 
Power Commission (Water Wing) excepting those in the 
Central Water and Power Research Station, Poona, as 
specified, 

3. Number, classification and Scale of pay. — The 
number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions. — The method of recruitment to the posts, age limit, 


qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications; — No person, — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracled a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from tho operation of this rule, 

6. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

as specified in columns 5 to 12 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage Witt 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1013. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the rules regulating recruitment to the Class I & Class II posts 
in the Horticulture Directorate of the C'.P.W.D. published under 
G.S.R. No. 542 dated the 5th May, 1960 the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to Class T and Class 11 posts in the Directorate of Horti- 
culture Central Public Works Department namely :■ — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Central Public Works Department Horticulture 
Directorate (Class I and II posts) Recruitment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their noti- 
fication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts as spe- 
cified in column I. of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, Classification and scale of pay. — The number of 
posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc. — 
The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qua- 


lifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification.' — No person,- — • 

la) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 
(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person. 

shall he eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other parly to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing ancl in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

7. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

5. Disqualifications. — No person- 

fa) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person, and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

6. Powers to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order and for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
